General Daumestil’s wooden and 
iron leg is in the Paris military mus- 
eum. The wazrior is question lost ore 
of his Jegs at the battle of Wagram, 
and when he returned to Paris it was 
replaced by a mechanical contrivance 
of timber witi iron springs. Although 
crippled, the old soldier remained in 
active service and aws in command of 
the Vincennes fort in 1814 when the 
allies were in Paris. It was to the 
troops of the anti-Napoleon coalition 
that General Daumesnil said when 
called upon to give up his fort, “Let 
me have my leg and then you can take 
Vincennes.” The old general died in 
1832, deprived of his mechanical mb.

Brou 
kept the article and handed it down 
to his family, from whom it subse- 
quently passed into the ownership of 
the municipality of Vincennes. The

Cfficial Bread 


This is the way to make official 
bread, given out by the chief cook of 
the department of agriculture: 

“For -hree pound loaves—make fer- 
ment of one ounce cake compressed 
yeast, on2 ounce granulated sugar, half 
ounce salt and twenty ounces water. 
Place in oven temperature for an 
hour. Weigh four and one-half pounds 
flour and let it warm. Mix flour and 
ferment together. Cover mixture aud 
warm for twenty minutes. If dough 
is too stiff add lukewarm water.

HEART STRAIN. 


Unueval Exertion May Cause It, and 
So May a Fit of Temper. 

To keep your temper is cuther a 
good idea, said Dr. Strickland Goodall 
In a lecture at the Institute of Hyxiene. 
Every time the beart contracts, he said, 
its force would ralse a weight of two 
pounds to the belght of one foot, and 
it does this from 70 to 140 times every 
minute. 

Acute heart strain «was ditiicult to 
produce in a young, well nourished and 
healthy adult, but it was very easy to 
produce if the heurt muscie was an 
nemnic or poisoned or was the seat of 
degenerative disease.

try are in the sear future to make a 
Did tor a larger share in the rapidly 
increasing import trade of Canada, and 
with this end in view a carefully or- 
ganized campaign of far-reaching pos- 
sibilities ig being ‘naugurated by the 
anadian zhamber of commerce in the 
empire’s capital. 

The chicf visible sign of the cam- 
paign will be an exhibition train to 
yun over all the thousands of miles 
ef the Canadian railways, for a year 
@: first, and .terwards for a8 many 
years as ata traders find it use- 
ful and profitable. It will exhibit ex- 
amplts of the best of British goods 
suitable for Canadian use, made by 
yepresentative British firms. 

It was at first proposed to hire the 
train from one of the Canadian rail- 
ways, but it has been decided that, 
fo carry out the “Made in Britain 
idca to the fullest extent, the train it- 
se}f and the locomotive shall be buiit 
fm the United Kingdom, the finest the 
country can produce, and taken 
across the Atlantic with the other 
exhibits. 

The organizer of the scheme, Mr 
L J. Beirne, secretary of the Canad- 
jan chamber of commerce, talking 
of the campaign, said: 

“As a preliminary to the train tour, 
we promise to sene out special com- 
missioners to investigate conditions, 
especially on the transport questicn, 
with particular reference to the pos: 
eibilities of the Panama canal in re- 
gard to trade between this country 
and Western Canada. : 

“Our idea in running this train is 
fhat since less than a quarter oO 
Canada’s import trade comes from 
this country there is immense scope 
for an expansion of trade there, if 
British manufacturers know what is 
wanted :n Canada, 
know what they can get here, and 
when they can get it. We do not 
want to displace Canadian-made goods, 
but foreign manufacturers, and our 
motto is: “Whether made in Canaca 
er in the United Kingdom—Buy Brit- 
ish goods.’ 

“There will be a‘ least six exhibl- 
fion cars on the train, 70 feet long by 
10 feet high and 10 feet wide, and 
each will cost $20,000 a year to run, so 
that exhibitors will have to pay 
roughly $300 a ‘oot for sections of the 
ear. Each car will be divided in dif- 


ferent ways, according to the article!

TELEGRAPHING PHOTOS 


Demonstrator Declared That Photo- 
graphs Will Soon be Wired From 
New York to London 

Recently a demonstration was given 
of the telecograph, an electrical inven- 
tion which reproduces a photggraph at 
a distance as easi!y as an item of 
news. Various portraits over a dis- 
tance of six hundred miles were trans- 
mitted. The demonstrator declared 
that recent experiments showed that 
before long pictures would be flashed 
between New Yerk and London. Furth. 
er developments wil! be the transmis- 
sion of photos by wireless. A demon- 
stration of this process is promised 
within the next two months.

A STUPENDOUS TASK 


Population 

The task of taking a census of 
India must be stupendous considering 
that vast country numbers over 300,- 
000,000 persons, scattered over an area 
of 1,807,000 square miles. 

A staff of two milion persohs was 
employed for the purpose, and the 
census was taken in one night in 
March, at a cost of only $675,000. 


The difficulties were especially 
Sreat iwing to the long lines of 
railway, the big rivers on whic 
beats iravel sometimes for days 


without comiig to the bank, the Jor- 
ests to whic woodcutters resort, of- 
ten for weeks at a time, and the 
numerous sacred places, which, on 
occasions, attract many thousanis of 
pilgrims. 

People had to be enumerated wher- 
ever they were caught. In the case 
of railways, for instance, all persons 
travelling Dy rail who took tickets 
after 7 p.m. on the night of the cen: 
sts Were enumerated either on the 
Platform or in the trains. The latter 
were all stopped at 6 a.m. on the 
following morning, in order to in- 
clude any travellers who up till then 
had escaped notice. 

In spite of this, and owing to the 
vast work done preliminarily, the re- 
sults for the whole of India were re- 
ceived complete nine days later, and 
were issued in print the néxt day. 
This rapidity, as the official report 
mentions with justifiable pride, ‘is 
not approached even in the. smallest 
European state,”

total population of India (including 
jthe native states) on the night the 
census was taken was 315,156,396 ‘as 
against 294,361,05 ten years prev- 
fously, of whom 217,586,892 were 
Hindus, 66,647,299 were Moslems, 10,- 
721,453 were Buddhists, and 3,876,203 
were Christians. The literates num- 
bered only 18,539,578 persons, and 
agriculture claimed the labor of 
224,695,909 p.rsons, as against 35,- 
223,041 persons engaged in industry.

/| Taking the Census of India’s Huge! ite Functicn is to Minister to All the 


Needs of the Community 


In a social gathering held after che 
evening service in a large church in 
Winnipeg {t occurred to someone to 
find out where the people had come 
from. Each man and woman was ask- 
ed to announce his or her home town. 
What a ro!l call! Ontario, Quebec, 
the Maritime Provinces, the Dakotas, 
Iowa—half the States in the Union; 
Scotland, Ireland and almost every 
county in England. It was a decided 
shoek when a young voice announced 
her birth place as “Winnipeg.” One 
native-born—ail the other strangers. 

So it is in all cur western communi- 
ties. Wé have come from all over the 
English-speaking world and in many 
districts from half the countries in 
Europe as well. Each brings his own 
traditions, customs, ideals, church af- 
fillations, national pecularities and 
Perhaps distinctive language. A. few 
have something in common and unite 
into a tittle group, but there are 
scores of such little groups. How anite 
these groups into one strong com- 
munity life. This is one of the great 
social tasks of each neighborhood. The 
division into sects and parties and 
sets is bound to create petty jealousies 
and friction and community  ineffic- 
jency. Union means strength and har- 
mony and success. 

One of the greatest needs in each 
neighborhood !: that of a “community 
church.” This is needed first of all for 
economical reasons. It is little less 
than a sinful waste cf money to erect 
a separate church building for each 
little group of people to use two or 
three hours a week. But much more 
than that, the community church is 
needed to draw all altogether into a 
great common brotherhood dominated 
by the highest ideals. : 

This may or may not mean an or- 
ganic union of all denominations. 
When there are no fundamental dif- 
ferences such union surely should take 
place. Why nct? But when real dif- 
ferences exist in practice or belief or 
temperamett there ‘s surely the possi- 
| bility of working out a scheme by which 
each group may express its religious 


life in its own way without a sever-/ 


ance from the common life of che 
community. In one religious meeting 
one man may knee! to pray while an- 
other stands, ani a third remains seat- 
ed, yet al} may be really united in 
spirit. Why not apply this principle to 
groups and along broader lines? 

But the cormmunity church must be 
more than a common spiritual mect- 
ing-place. It must do more than uaite 
all into a common spiritual fellowship. 
It should be the soul of the commun- 
ity, inspiring and deminating all its 
activities. It should be a moral power 
| house from which go forth those mys- 
terious electrical currents that are 
| transformed into the light and heat 
and motive power which the commua- 
ity requires in order to maintain ‘ts 
highest life. 

Traditionally, the activities of the 
church have been very limited. The 
world has been dtvided into sacred 
and secular, and the church has re- 
ligivusly confined -hersclf to the so- 
called “sacred.” In these latter days 
We are gradually half-fearfully yet joy- 
fully awakening to a_new conception 
of life. One of these days we 
shall bodly proclaim the glorious 
truth “there is no secular.” “A sacred 
day,” “all days are sacred;” “a sac- 
red building,” ‘all Luildings are sac- 
red, yes, eve:y bush is aflame with 
God;” “a sacred calling,” “all calliags 
are sacred;” “a sacred service,” “all

Mr. Stackhcuse, explaining his pians 
said: ‘We shall start next December 
and the voyago will last six or seven 
years. The route will be, London to 
Iceland, thence across the Atlantic to 
Nova Scotia, taking-soundings on the) 
Way upon the 3ite of the Titanic dis- 
aster. From Halifax the vessel will 
proceed to the Azores and then down | 
the “backbone” of the Atlantic to the 
Brazilian island of Trinidad, examin- 
ing all portions of the ocean where no 
soundings have hitherto been made | 
Then we will go to Rio De Janice, to| 
the southeast of which there is a} 
great sand tank on the trade route 
and then around Cape Horn, where 
omly half dozeao soundings have been 
made. 

“Then we shall go to Montevedio 
and Buenos Ayres examining other 
banks on the way. From there we gv 
to Cape Town, via Tristan Da Cunah 
and from the Cape we start the Ant- 
arctic part of the expedition, making 
a westerly point reached by Sir D. 
Mawson’s expedition. Then we go to 
the Sandwich Islands. 

“The task of sounding the Pacific 
ocean will become one of the utmost 
importance with the opening of the 
Panama canal to the shipping of the 
world. 

“Then we g0 back to Cape Town! 
and thence to Mauretius examining 
the banks of the south coast of South 
Africa from Maretius to Zanzibar and 
from Zanzibar to the Seychelles  is- 
lands on the north of which there are 
great banks on the route to India. We 
then go to Bombay, and thence to 
Singapore, Hong Kong, China and 
Japan. — 

“The members of our expedition will 
number twelve scientists, with six of- 
ficers and elgh‘een or nineteen sailors. 
All have signed on for seven years. To 
carry out all our plans we require 
a further sum of $125,000. So far we 
have rcecived no government grant.” 


COMMISSION TO DEVELOP EMPIRE 


Two Hundred and Thirty Men Have

A similar idea has been worked out 
successfully by the city of San Diego 
in California, which possesses 7,000 
acres of bare rolling sand land at a 
distance of ten miles from the city A 


this land profit-yielding and under his 
direction the city’s unemployed have 
been given work planting this area 
with trees suitable to the nature of the 
country. Other cities in the United 
States that have found it necessary to 
purchase and reforest large areas on 
the watersheds governing their water- 
supply have advantageously esed the 
same kind of labor. The primary pur- 
pose of such reforestation is not, how- 
ever, to furnish work to the unem- 
ployed, but to develop a rrofitaLle 
source of-revenue from land which 
would otherwis-; remain unproductive. 

City forests of this kind are not, as 
yet, in vogue in this country. Per- 
haps the only city forest in Canada is 
that at Guelph, Ont., where a small 


area has boon plasted surrounding the 


springs which furnish the city’s water 
supply. In many of the counties cf 
Eastern Canada, nowever, are large 
areas of waste Jand, originally forest- 
ed, and caapble only of producing for- 
ests. Ontario has a Counties Refor- 
estation Act making possible the ac- 
quisition of such waste land for refor- 
estation purposes by municipal coun- 
ceils, but up to the present time only 
One county has availed itself of this 
opportunity: Quebee and the Domin- 
ion government have also passed legis- 
lation to encourage tree planting, and 
the Dominion forestry branch in the 
last fiscal year distributed nearly 4,- 
000,000 trees from the nurseries at In- 
dian Head for woodlot planting in 
Western Canada.

The  regula- 
tions are based on the uniform rules 
drawn up two years ago by the Inter- 
national Radio-Telegraph convention. 
; They apply not only to the “profess 
ional” wireless operator, but also to 
the hundreds of amateur’ operators 
throughout Cauada, whose indiscrimin- 
}ate sending out of wave-lengths would 
\if uncontrolled lead to serious inter- 
ference with the work of government- 
al or commercial stations. 

Hereafter cvery wireless operator 
must have a iicense from the naval 
service department, and must com- 
Ply with all the conditions of such 
license, on penalty of a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars or three months’ 
imprisonment. For a limited coast 
Station license the annual charge is 
$10; for a public commercial license, 
$50; for a private commercial license, 
$10; for an experimental license, $5, 
and for an amateur license, $1. 

Provision is made in each license 
for the character of the wave-lengths 
to be used and the range allowed. Al! 
amateur operators are required when 
operating to listen for the signal 
“Stop.” which will indicate that they 
are interfering with commercial busi- 
ness. If that signal is heard the oper- 
ator must stop until it is cancelled by 
a duly authorized government station. 
A distinctive call for each station is 
allotted with the license, and no sta- 
tion must be worked by anyone not 
holding at least an amateur experf- 
mental certificate of proficiency secure 
ed from the naval service department. 

For ocean-going vessels, it is pro- 
vided that there must be an emer- 
gency source of power for operating 
instantly available, and hours are 
specified during which the operators 
must be constantly “on watch.” 


INTENSIVE FARMING PAYS SWISS 


Twenty-acre Man Scores Success by 
Scientific Method 

How they make American citizens in 
Nebraska and how intensive farming 
contributes to that end is shown in 
the case Jf Martin a young Swiss, 
who made his appearance in Pawnes 
City fifteen years ago. He worked for 
three years as a farm hand, his maxi 
mum wage being $15 a month and 
board, and at the end of that time,he 
had a few hundred dollars with which 
he bought a plece of poor land at 
$12.50 an acre. It was only twenty 
acres, but he has stuck to that little 
patch ihese years and is well known 
as the “twenty acre farmer.” 

The land is now worth $150 an acre, 
ard he is nearing the point where it 
will yield him $150 per acre per year. 
He has an irrigation system, which, 
however, he seldom uses, but he rath- 
er welcomes a dry season, for that 
makes products higher, and he never 
has a crop failure. His crops come 
just a litt’. earlier than those of any 


|other farmer, and consequently he gets 


a higher price than his neighbors, 

He discovered a few years ago that 
his farm was trying to get away from 
him through the washing of the scil 
to another man’s farm, and he accord- 
ingly built a dyke, which saved tue 
soil, and at the same time he got 
plenty of washings from another farm 
adjoining. 

A speclaliy with him is the taking 
of prizes on his products, and he 
bagged $1,450 in that way last year. In 
his immediate vicinity he is barred 
from competitio:. because no one else 
would have any chance against him, 
and the county in which he lives pays 
him $75 a year not to enter. The de 
partment of agriculture is said to have 
offered him $2,500 a year to act as 
demonstrator on his own land, but he 
refused it.

DUMPED IN UNITED STATES 


Goods Made in English Jails Are 


Shipped to America 

Harry Hawes, of St. Louis, appeared 
before the renate committee of manu- 
factures in support of a bill io prohib- 
it the importation of convict and 
pauper-made goods. He said he repre- 
sents the boot and shoe manufacturers 
of St. Louis. 

Hawes told the committee that the 
convicts in the United States were 
producing $34,000,000 worth of goods 
a year, and that abroad it was ee 
timated that convicts produced $560,- 
000,000 worth. 

The convicts in this country were 
paid on an average 50 to 75 cents a 


day, and in foreign countries from 
5 to 25 cents a day. 

In English prisons the men were 
not paid aosything, and under the 
law, contractors for prison-made 


goods were not allowed to sell prison- 
made goods in England. The goods 
are dumped in the Unted States, he 
declared, in competition with Amert- 
ean Jabor. 


Postage on Mewspapers Increased 

It is announced that in order to 
meet the cost o the increased subsidy 
to railways for the carrying of mails 
the post office department has decided 
to increase the postage on newspapers 
and periodicals. The present charge 
is one-quarter of a cent per pound. It 
is proposed in the future to charge 
one cent per vopy for papers delivered 
by letter carr‘ers. Where there is no 
letter carrier system the charge will 
be one-quartkr of a cent per copy. 
A memorandum issued to the publish. 
ers under the authority of Hon. L. P. 
Pelletier, posimaster-general, contiing 
the details of the change.
